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Seat belt campaign nets 
at least 93 violations 


> ‘Click it or

As the Thanksgiving holiday 
week began, law enforcement agen- 
cies statewide began a stepped up 
campaign to increase the use of safe- 
ty bells in Michigan called “Click it 
or Ticket.” 

During a three-day period last 
week, Crawford County Sheriff's 
Deputies issued 78 tickets to drivers 
found in violation of the state’s safe- 
ty belt law. Although the citations 
do not tack on any points to the vio- 
lators’ driving records, they each 
come with a $50 fine. 

Heading up the effort for the 


counly were Deputies Conrad 
Niederhouse, Jason Alexander, 
Steve Anderson, Jr. and Ryan 


Finstrom. 

Michigan’s safety belt law states 
anyone riding in the front seat of a 
motor vehicle must wear the belt. 
Persons under the age of 16, whether 
riding in the front or rear of the vehi- 
cle must be belted, and small chil- 
dren, age four and under, must be 
buckled into a properly anchored 
child safety seat regardless of where 
they are seated. 

Sheriff Kirk Wakefield said his 
department will probably not realize 
any funds from the $3,900 in tickets, 
bul is happy the program is bringing 
greater awareness of the law. He 
said his deputies will continue to 
ticket drivers found in violation, 
whether as a stand alone ticket or in 
conjunction with another traffic vio- 
lation such as speeding. 

“Wearing your safety belt is by far 
the best insurance to surviving a 
crash,” Wakefield said. “We don’t 
want to lose anybody this holiday 
season. I still can’t believe with all

THE IMMEDIATE tasks before Ms. 
Granholm as governor are huge, and she 
needs all the wisdom and all the help she 
can find. 

Solutions to most problems carry dollar 
signs. With the administration of Governor 
John Engler about to depart and that of 
Governor Jennifer Granholm about to enter, 
three different budget deficits are at hand. It 
can get confusing. 

First there’s a shortage of about $200 mil- 
lion or so in the final tabulation of the 2001- 
02 budget year recently concluded. That's 
expected to be filled by draining the Budget 
Stabilization Fund--the so-called rainy day 
fund--down to near its limits, 

Then there's the budget for the year 2002- 
03, formulated by the outgoing governor 
and adopted by the outgoing legislature. 
Due largely to a declining economy, that's 
short about $500 million or so. 
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Before he leaves office, Governor Engler 
through executive orders secks to cut one to 
five percent in most departments and pro- 
grams, including higher education and local 
revenue sharing. These cuts will hurt. 

x ok OK 

THEN COMES the 2003-04 fiscal year 
budget, which is the duty of the new gover- 
nor and the new legislature. Based on fore- 
casts of future revenues and spending, the 
first Granholm budget for the next fiscal 
year will fall about $1.8 billion short. 

And unless national economic trends take 
sharp and lasting upturns in the next few 
years, budget making will continue as a 
mystifying and dangerous activity through- 
oul Jennifer Granholm’s first term as gover- 
nor. 

It’s also a truism in government that new 
programs usually cost money. — Until 
Michigan governmeat’s financial problems 
can be satisfied, it may be extremely ditfi- 
cull for our new governor to do all those 
wonderful things she and her supporters 
hope to accomplish through state govern- 
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and (he new liculenant governor, John 
Cherry, would neither seck nor accept any 
increase in salary for the next four years. 

The State Officers Compensation 
Commission (SOCC), which by law sets 
pay for top officials, will consider pay lev- 
els for 2005-06 for governor, licutenant 
governor, attorney general, 
state, legislators and supreme court justices. 

Ms. Granholm wrote the commission that 
due to the budget crisis the state faces, the 
governor's pay should not be raised. An 
aide said Ms. Granholm “hopes other clect- 
ed officials will follow suit.” 

Senator Ken Sikkema, the incoming sen- 
ate Republican leader, also wrote the com- 
mission, urging delay because any proposal 
for pay levels four years in advance “is pre- 
mature,”

for elected state officials do not take effect 
until after the ensuing election. 

Hopefully other elected officials will join 
the call for delay, temperance, or better yet, 
as Ms. Granholm suggests, to hold the tine. 

Salary for governor now is $177,000, 
licutenant governor $123,900, secretary of 
state and attorney general, $124,900 each, 
legislator base pay is $79,650 and supreme

Muslims Sue Whirlpool 


A few months ago I read about 
Muslim workers suing Whirlpool 
Corp. alleging religious discrimination 
because they are not permitted to pray 
while at work. Now they have added 
new charges of racial discrimination to 
their lawsuit. They allege Whirlpool 
supervisors and employees have creat- 
ed and fostered a hostile and humiliat- 
ing work environment for Muslim, 
African and Middte Eastern workers. 
One plaintiff claims a Whirlpool 
supervisor told her she could “dance 
on her break” but that she could not 
use it as an opportunity to offer 
mandatory Islamic prayers. The origi- 
nal lawsuit was initiated after one of 
the employees contacted the Council 
on American-Islamic — Relations 
(CAIR), a Washington-based Islamic 
civil rights and advocacy group. The 
suit seeks an order compelling 
Whirlpool to provide reasonable 
accommodation for the plaintiffs reli- 
glous practices, as well as compen- 
satory and punitive damages for the 
financial losses and emotional pain 
and suffering caused by the diserimi- 
nalion. 

I worked for Whirlpool Corp. for 10 
years before entering (he ministry and 
I believe Muslims are probably trying 
to blackmail Whirlpool Corp. which is 
the world’s Jeading manufacturer and 
marketer of major home apphances. 
Whirlpool is not a religious organiza- 
tion. Workers should ask what the 
rules are when applying for a job. 


Whirlpool should have to pay no one 
to practice any religion. 

They were not pleased with reli- 
gious activity when I worked for 
Whirlpool nearly 40 years ago. They 
paid us full time even during our two 
15 minute breaks and half-hour lunch 
period. We were being paid for all our 
lime on their property. The reason they 
hired us and paid us was to work, not 
to worship. 

One day my good friend Jim 
Leasure challenged me at work by say- 
ing, “There are people in this plant 
going to Hell, and you don't have the 
guts to preach to them.” Twas scared, 
but I preached a sermon during a lunch 
break in the paint department. As we 
returned to work | challenged my 
friend, “Now you who don’t have the 
guts to preach next week.” So we took 
turns preaching cach week during 
lunch breaks. One day there was so 
much noise from heavy equipment 10 
one could hear us. Jim asked the work- 
ers to turn off their equipment so we 
could: preach. A company engineer 
came over to my [rend and said, “Do 
you realize you just shut dowa a6 mil- 
lion dollar expansion program.” My 
friend said, “What we have to offer is 
worth more than any 6 million dol- 
lars.” 

Some workers who played cards 
during lunch breaks complained that 
our preaching was disturbing them. 
We reminded the company that gam- 
bling was against company rules, and 


we had not complained about their 
gambling. The company would stop us 
from preaching in one area and we 
would move to another area. One offi- 
cial told me I should be castrated for a 
irack 1 had written. Another official 
screamed and cursed me until [ feared 
he might have a heart attack. I{ never 
entered our minds to sue anyone. 
Whirlpool was a good employer. We 
both have fond memories of working 
at Whirlpool and sharing our faith in 
Jesus Christ. Religion must be spread 
by love, not force. This is America!

If you do go with a 
natural tree, here are a few rules 
safely points to consider. 

* Keep your tree in a full contain- 
er of water and check it daily, 

* Use a wide-based stand and 
make sure the tree is secure. 

* Cover the base with a tree skirt 
or blanket. 

* Display the tree away from heat

* Trim the lower branches to avoid 
eye injuries to small children.

¢ Inspect the light for exposed of 
frayed wires, loose connections, 
broken bulbs or broken sockets 
before using them for decoration. 

¢ Secure electrical cords so that 
children cannot pull them over. 
Cover electrical sockets when not in 
use. 

¢ Turn off tree lights when you 
turn in for the night or leave the 
house. 

¢ Use no more than three strings 
of lights on one extension cord, and 
never run an electrical cord under a 
carpet.

Getting those in 
place as soon as posstble increases 
our chances for success,” Banda 
said, 

Scott Cousineau, the head football 
coach, resigned after the 2002 fall 
season. The head girls basketball 
coach this year, Tom Ritter, was a 
temporary appointment replacing 
the previous coach, who resigned 
just before the season started, Since 
it was a temporary appointment, the 
school had to post the vacancy after 
the season and accept applications, 
so there is a possibility Ritter will be 
back with the program next year, 
Banda said. 

The procedure for filling coaching 
spots in basketball and football is to 
hire the head coaches only and allow 
them the option to select JV and 
freshman coaches from a list of can- 
didates. Teachers are generally 
given preference for coaching spots, 
Banda said, but anyone can apply.
